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REMARKS 

Status of Claims 

Claim 59 is canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Thus, claims 18, 20, 23-27, 47, 
49 and 54 are pending in the application. A detailed listing of all claims that are in the 
application, is presented, with appropriately defined status identifiers. 

Claim Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. 103 

In paragraph 3 of the Office action, cUum 59 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Somasundaram et al. (''Somasundaram,'' U.S. Patent No. 7,334,049) 
and Berg ("Berg," U.S. Patent No. 7,406,538). 

As noted above, claim 59 is canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. As such, the 
rejection of claim 59 is rendered moot. 

Without conceding that this rejecfion is proper. Applicants respectfully reserve the 
right to present the subject matter of claim 59 in a continuafion application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants acknowledge, with appreciation, the indication in paragraph 5 of the Office 
acfion that claims 18, 20, 23-27, 47, 49 and 54 are allowed. 

Because only one other claim (i.e., claim 59) was pending in this application at the 
time of the Office action and because that claim is canceled. Applicants respectfully request 
that this application be allowed to issue as a patent.
